® The preliminary report on the results of 
a national health survey, made public by the 
National Institute of Health of the United 
States Public Health Service, throws light on 
a problem that is becoming increasingly im- 
portant to millions of American families. 

The survey was made in the Fall and 
Winter of 1935-36 and an urban population 
of about 2,250,000 persons in 81 cities was 
sampled. In the report chief emphasis is 
placed on the relation between health and low 
income, 


The survey revealed that: 


Two persons on relief were disabied for one 
week or longer because of ill-health for every per- 
son disabled in the middie and highest income 
groups; there were 87 per cent more chronic dis- 
abling ilinesses among those on relief than among 
those in the highest income class; the annual days 
of disability per capita in the relief group were 
three times as great as in the upper income fami- 
lies; the upper income group received 46 per cent 
more care from a physician per case than those in 
the lower brackets even though the volume of dis- 
ability was twice as great in the latter group; hos- 
pitalimation among families receiving less than 
$1,000 a year is substantially less than in the high- 
er income groups, particularly in communities with 
a population below 100,000. 


These are shocking facts. They empha- © 


size the menace to the health of the nation 
and the whole future generation in low pur- 
chasing power. In addition to higher wages, 
increased relief appropriations and a large- 
scale government low-rent housing program, 
these facts call in the most insistent way for 
increased activity by government agencies— 
federal, state and local—in the field of pub- 
lic health. 


The results of this national health survey 
show the need for adopting the principle 
enunciated more than two months ago in a 
statement by 430 of the nation’s most dis- 
tinguished physicians that “the health of the 
people is a direct concern of the govern- 
ment.” 


This means: amend the Social Security 
Act to include health insurance. 

It means: funds must be appropriated 
by Federal, state and local governments to 
provide adequate medical care and hospi- 
talization for those least able to pay, and to 
support medical education and research. 


The problem of the people’s health is one 
which the trade unions and other progressive 
organizations have too long neglected. It is 
time to make a real drive for a people's 
health program.

© Want to buy a utility holding company? 


Wendell L. Willkie, president of the Com- 


monwealth and Southern Corporation, says 
that TVA competition is “ruining” the Mor- 
gan-controlled holding company which he 
heads, and that he is forced to offer it for 
sale to the government. 


When Congress was passing upon the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, it was Mr. Will- 
kie and his brother utility magnates who de- 
feated a clause which would have permitted 
the TVA to buy those existing properties 
which would be of value for the general sys- 
tem of cheap electricity. 

Since then, the TVA in the South has 
gone ahead and brought cheap power to 
whole communities that had never had it be- 
fore because of the extortionate rates of the 
Commonwealth and Southern. At the same 
time, the government exposed the plunder 
that goes on behind the utility scenes when 
it demonstrated that power could be pro- 
duced and sold from 50 to 75 per cent cheap- 
er than the private rates. 

Now with his offer of sale, Mr. Willkie 
thinks he can embarrass President Roose- 
velt, stop his latest drive against the utili- 
ties and possibly halt the government from 
producing cheap power. Actually, Willkie’s 
offer reveals the inability of the Utility Trust 
to serve the people. . 


Well, why not take Mr. Willkie at his 
word and open up negotiations for the sale? 


The only question, however, is, under 
what terms? Mr. Willkie would want to sell 
only at a fabulous price which would include 
the entire holding company structure with all 
its watered stock. 

The government, on the other hand, 
should offer to buy only the actual properties 
which it needs to complete and extend the 
TVA. The price should be based on “invest- 
ment costs” (the amount of money that has 
been put into the properties) and not on the
